The Japanese offer does no! 
include movable property. which 
is the most valuable parts of the 
various claims, and which serveral 
tenants actually saw Japariese 
soldiers removing in trucks. The 
soldiers Jooied practically every- 
thing from the bungalows, in- 
cluding refrigerators and motor- 
cars. What they did not take 
awa; they destroyed. The com- 
pensation offer does not include 
boats. one of which. a former 
SMC’ firefloat, was recently seen 
fi the Point Canal, used as &j 
hulk by the military. 

Thirty Percent 

Many neovle were living on the 
island at the start of the hos-} 
tilities. There were some beaut!- 
fn] bungalows. There were some 
ehacks, prfectly adequate for re-* 
sidence. None of the buildings. 
comnaratively sneaking, cost’ 
much. The valuable part of the| 
pnroverty was the fittings, furni- 
ture and personal effects. With 
electric Heht leid on, many neo-) 
ple had refrigerators. expensive 
radios ard other fittings Many 
kept all thetr nersonal belongings 
m their bungalows. 

The presemt Jananese offer Js 
said to be for compensation for 
the “immovable” property thev 
have confiscated and are using, 
not for the stuff looted {in Octo- 
ber. 1937, and is revorted to be 
about 60 percent of the value 
claimed in dollars. “because Ja- 
nanese army contractors estimate 
lower than civilian contractots.”

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October Looting 

The island was evacuated bv 
residents around August 17 and 
18, 1987. Tenants who managed 
'o get back later and remove a 
little of their property found it 
intact. But at the beginning cf 
October, tenants saw three Ja- 
panese military lorries. under the 
charge of an officer, filled with 
furniture and personal effects in 
the process of being looted. Some 
pecple actually recognized their 
own property on the truck. 

The officer was asked about 
this lootinp. He said that he was 
sorry that he had aliowed h:s men 
to be a little careless, anc’ that 
he would be more careful in 
future.

Later on Major-General A. P. D 
Telfer-Smollett arranged a visit 
for tenants. Passes were obtain- 
ed and signed by the general 
commanding the Jananese army 
here and by the admiral com- 
manding the navy.

Visit In 1938 


A group of tenants were allowed 
to inspect their property early 
this year. The scene was pathetic. 
Every bungalow had even its 
panelling torn out. Nothing was 
left, except a few fragments of 
dotuments, personal photogravohs 
and the lke. One man even lost 
his wattime sword and medals. 

Japariese pretenses at one time 
were said to be that the movable 
property had been taken by Chin- 
ese. But the tenants have no 
ijustons over the matter. Th 
Japanese army did the looting 
and damage. By their latest de- 
cision they have decided to leave, 
thei claims in the hands of their 
censulates, with instruction to 
keep on demanding full settle-

British Registered dompany, I proceeded at once to that 
address with J.P.G.s 146 and 5. 


At the corner of lay Road and Yangtszepoo Road a motor 
truck was observed proceeding Rast On Yangtszepoo Road. This 
truck was carrying ten bales of cetten, and was manned by 
five Japanese civilians and four Japanese in the uniform of 
Reservists, without arms, 

The truck wag stopped, and the occupants stated that they 
had removed the cotton from the above mill. The truck, a 
new "Studebaker", bore ne licence plates but had the number 
"47" painted over the mudguards.
